that wna what Defence Counsel 
wag asking, tho Judge told the 
Jury. 

The case as prestnted by the 
Crown was thatthe accused, who 
was well-known to the deceasod’ 
girl, met her on the pathway 
leading to her place of worls, 
Following a conversatlon the 
accused alabbed the girl to 
death.

der. The result of provocation 
could never be a verdict of no, 
guilty’ against an accused, but 
Mr Basto had.asked the Jury |o 
say that tho result of provoca- 
tlon may result in reducing 
murder to manslaughter, 


‘THEIR DUTY 


Concluding the Trial Judge 
said that the Jury owed the ac-. 
cused’.n duty to consider his 
cuse scrlously. “You have a 
solemn duty to perferm to him 
and you also have a solemn 
duty fo the community to per- 
forn..” 


He said that 1f, when the 
Jury had considered = the 
evidence and had come to the 
conclusion that the accused was 
guilty, it way their duty to re 
turn the verdict accordingly, 
Iregardless of the ‘consequences 
which may flow from the 
verdict.
